Field-Marshal Rommel did not 
die from wounds received in a 
strafing attack as generally reported, 
but shot himself to avoid certain 
death by hanging at the hands of 
a -People’s Court, it was authori- 
tatively learned yesterda in 
Wiesbaden, says Associated Pres: 
Suicide, the report said, was sug- 
ested by Hitler, who charged 
ommel with implication in the 

bomb plot last July. 

Close friend of Rommel and one- 
time Chief of Staff, Lieut.-General 
Bayerlein, now convalescing from 
a heart attack in Germany, gave 
this account of his leader’s end. 

Rommel was at his country home 
at Leringen last September, said 
Bayerlein, recovering from _ his 
wounds, when the Chief of the 
German War Department came on 
direct orders from Hitler to see 
him. He handed Rommel a Luger, 
with the words: “ You will handle 
it this way, or you will be brought 
before e People’s Court” If 
Rommel died in bed, asserted 
Bayerlein, it was from self-inflicted 
wounds, and not because,of the 
original head injury. 

t Rommel was almost cer- 
tainly implicated in the plot to kill 
Hitler, and would have taken part 
in it himself had he not been away 
in the field, was also stated . by 
Bayerlein. “ Rommel knew, just as 
Generai von Thoma and I knew 
two years ago, ghat Germany’s only 
chance for survival was to admit 
frankly that the Allies. had us on 
the run and to get out of the war. 
Berlin’s attitude after Alamein be- 
came intolerable. Rommel was 
called to East Prussia to make a 
report, and his charges of Allied 
air superiority were sneered at. 
Sherman tanks had us outgunned, 
but daily we got orders from Hitler 
to ‘conquer or die, but not to 
yield an inch.” See

ing, industrial insurance, rail and 
road transport, air transport, 
shipping, - industrial alcohol 
factories, turf supplies, milk and 
bacon production, tourist de- 
velopment, hospital finance, and 
questions of agricultural and in- 
dustrial credit. Under each of 
these headings, separate and dis- 
tinct organisations, all with 
boards of directors, secretariats 


and staffs, were created by. 
| various methods and with vary- 


ing degrees of authority. ll, 
however, have certain character- 
istics in common. Each is re- 
sponsible to some Department of 
State, each is dependent on issues 
of State funds or guarantees, and 
each is controlled by boards of 
directors wholly or partly 
appointed by the Government. 
In effect, therefore, all of these 
Organisations are sub~=depart- 
ments of Stafe, responsible for 
the exercise of authority which 
otherwise would have fallen 
directly on the shoulders of 
Ministers and their departments 
—as in the case of Post Office 
services—or on those of private 
enterprise. Thus, by a series of 
apparently unrelated steps — 
many of which were taken to 


meet the pressing demands—of ; 


particular interests — there has 
come about a revolution in the 
whole technique and functions of 
government. ) 

- Concurrently with, and as a 
consequence of, such delegation 
of departmental duties, some 
contraction of Civil Service 
establishments and staffs reason- 
ably might have been expected. 
Not alone have there been no 
signs of such a reduction, but 
there have been records of 
heavily increased Civil Service 
personnel. ‘As new staffs of semi- 
Civil Service officials have been 
recruited by  State-controlled 
companies and. boards, those of 
Government departments have 
increased by many thousands. 
Each addition to  semi-State 
organisations appears to have 


tcalled for extensions. of depart- 


mental staffs. Not less important 
is the fact that there has been 
no serious effort to adapt the 
whole machinery of administra- 
tion, as it existed twenty years 
ago, to the extra-departmental 
developments of recent years. 
The old machine, with costly 
parts added here and there, con- 
tinues to grind its way along as 
though to-day’s needs were those 
of bygone decades. Year after 
year the boundaries of State 
patronage have been extended, 
while ‘those of extra-departmental 
bodies—not subject to review by 
the Accountant ‘and Auditor- 
General—have had _ increased 
opportunities for kissings that go 
by favour. Thus, while full 
credit may be given to Ministers, 
and to their “satellite” boards 
of directors, for their desire to do 
what is best in the public interest, 
there has been little evidence of 
anxiety to observe the rule that 
applied to Cesar’s wife. Apart 


| from such “ appearances of evil,” 


there is the material fact that the 
affairs of semi-State boards are 
not subject to. the system of 
detailed review by the Auditor- 
General and the Committee on 
Public Accounts that applies. to 
civil departments. Despite the 
emphasis laid on that danger by 
the Banking and Vocational 
Organisation Commissions, there 
has been no evidence of the 
Government's intention to restore 
effective parliamentary control of 
expenditure. 

In other respects it has been 
made plain that the Legislature 
no longer is able to assert 
effective control of the proceed- 
ings of companies and boards 
whose activities depend on State 
subventions or guarantees.

RESCUE SERVICES 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—My attention has been 
called to a short paragraph on the 
ffont page of your issue of to-day, 
June 21st, in which it is stated that 
the Committee of the Howth 
Branch of the Royal National Life- 
Boat Institution, at their meeting on

“What motive: could I 
have? Human lives were in 
jeopardy, and I. was justly filled 
we righteous indignation at the 
elay. 

No, sir, as this is going to be 
my. last letter on the subject, it 
only remains for,me to leave the 
miserable business where‘ it now 
stands; to leave’ untouched the 
great feeling of disquietude which 
ceftainly “exists in the minds of the 
public; and to leave it to the public 
to judge for themselves which of 
the two statéments is the more 
likely .to be true,
